One important feature of the message is the 
pointing out by the gdévernor of a plan by 
which $2,500,000 can be saved to the state in 
the building of the canal. 


Message Goes Into History. | 
The message, after referring to the. im- 
portance of the waterways to the commerce 
of the state, telle how the federal govern- 
ment in 1902 appointed a commission to make 
an exhaustive survey and inquiry into the 


| cost of constructing a navigable waterway 
| between the southern terminus of the Chicago 


draifiage canal at Lockport and St. Louis. It’ 
says: ° 
“The commission appointed was composed 
of United States engineers, and its report 
was submitted to congress in 1005. The re- 
port found that it would.cost $31,000,000 to 
construct a channel fourteen feet deep from 
Lockport to St. Louis. The federal) commis- 
sion’s estimate of the cost of a channel with 
locks 600 feet long, fourteen feet deep, and 
eighty feet wide 
was $15,361,900.”’ “a 
eHere the message tells of the authority 
given to the governor by the ra] assem- 
bly In 1905 to create a commission which 
was to’ make a full inqkiry into the canal 
project and report to the legislature. 


Pacts Found by Experts. 

“The commission,”” the message contin- 
ues, “su tted through me its report to 
the general mbly on April 10, 1907. Con- 
cerning the matters pertinent to this disgus- 
sion, the following are the facts: 

“That.in the sixty-one and one-half miles 
of channel between Lockport and ica 
there is a total fall of 106 feet. 

“And that the power generated in this 
stretch of channel will create 140.0 gross 
electrical horse. power. 

“For the development of this power the 
internal improvement commission submit- 
ted. the following plans: 

“The construction of four water power 
plants along this qchannel, located as follows: 

“Dam No. 1, at the head of Lake Joliet, 
with a fall of twenty-four feet, generating 
88,182 gross horse power. 

“Dam No. 2, at a point just below the 
mouth of the Kankakee river, with «Yall of 
eighteen feet, generating 28,636 gross horse 


power. 

“Dam No. 3, three miles below Marseilles, 
with a fall of twenty-six feet, generating 
41,304 gross horse power. as : 
| “Dam No, 4, at the Utica wagon bridge, 
with a.fall of twenty feet, generating 1,818 
| gross horse power. | 

“The commission's estimate of the cost of 
constructing the waterway and the develop- 
ment of water power proposed is $19,067,517." 


How People Give Permission.

Goes to Afternoon 

At last Peary emerged from his room just 
in time to climb into an automobile and be 
hurried go an afternoon reception at the resi- 
dence of President Harry Pratt Judson of the 
University of Chicago. 

His hair had been shampooed and when 
some one inquired whether he really had been 
in a bath for two hours, he laughed and de- 
clarea he never had enjoyed one more. “ No 
arctic waters about it,’’ he said. 

Cornered by three or four interviewers late 
in the afternoon, Peary was pressed by the 
question: 

“ What do you think about Cook? ”’ 

There was evidence that hé thought a great 
deal, but all he spoke. was: 

*T have nothing to say.” 

This is the formula with which he greeted 
references to the one time rival claimant for 
polar honors, but the way he said it spoke 
volumes. Peary bristled and seemed to get 
warm under the collar, his eyes snapped, and 
he let his fingers double up into a solid sort

Honored at Evening Banquet. 


At the banquet and reception in the La 
Sallie hotel Peary shared honors with Prof. 
Thomas C. Chamberlin of the University of 
Chicago, upon both of whom the Geograph- 
ic society conferred the Helen Culver medal. 
This medal was founded by Helen Culver of 
Chicago and was conferred once before, in 
1907, when & was presented to Capt. R. 
Amundsen of Sweden for his discovery of the 
northwest passage in 1906. The medal was 
granted to Prof. Chamberlin for original re- 
séarch concerning glacial formations, 

Jesse L.. Smith, president of the Geographic 
society, introduced as the toastmaster Presi- 
dert Judson. Mr. Smith announced that the 
next guest to be entertained by the society 
would be Lieut. Ernest H. Shackeiton, who 
Peary predicts ultimately will locate the 
south pole. Shackelton is.to be here in May. 

President Judson, before the 600 guests at 
the banquet, declared the tendency of Ameri- 
cans to measure all accomplishment by the 
query, “‘ What Is it good for.”’ 4 

“The great-men of this and all ages are 
doing things simply for the glory of achieve- 
ment and with no hope of pecuniary reward,’” 
he said. 


Success Won by Experience. 

In his dddress Commander Peary repeated 
again and again that the pole was won by 
*“experience’’ and closed his address amid 
tumultuous enthusiasm when he-declared 
that the same “‘ experience’ could be Cap- 
italized for the conquest of the south pole. 

In the course of his ech he read a tele- 
gram from London announcing the award of 
gold medals to himeelf and Capt. Bartlett 
by the Royal Geographic society of England. 
' \ Four hundred years ago,” he said, 
“there was sent out from England an expe- 
dition for polar exploration. At almest the 
same time an expedition was sent out by 
Spain for the purpose of discovering a short 
cut to the Indes, a channel through this con- 
tinent, which men felt certain must exist.

Figures to Support Statement. 

Further, the statement. reads:

It appeared from the rapid 
fire of questioning that Mr. Wilder spec ifical- 
ly omitted many elements of cost in his 
calculation. He made no estimate what- 
ever for ster routes; allowed only 10 per 
cent of the cost of rural routes, ard per- 
mitted an account to be taken of only 10 
per cent of the cost of city. delivery. 

This last estimate was made in SpRe of his 
own statement that the number of'pieces of 
magazines was 26 per cent of the total num- 
ber of pieces handied by city delivery.

The letter was mailed last night and cor- 
tained a copy of the reply of Juage Arthur 
H: Chetlain of the Superior court to the re- 
quest of the Bar askociation committee ask- 
ing for suggestions as to contempt and crim- 
inal proceedings in the case. Judge Chetiain 
recommended that the evidence and the pro- 
ceedings of the hearing before him be pre- 
sented to State's Attorney Wayman for con- 
sideration. 


Letter from Judge Chetlain. 
Judge Chetiain's letter follows: 

From the evidence disclosed upon the 
hearings which have taken place before 
me in that case, the question has arisen 
whether or not Willis Counselman and 
Milton L. Thackaberry have jointly and 
severally been guilty of acts which consti- 
tuted contempt of court.and to determine 
that question I am of the opinion that 
proceedings in contempt should be insti- 
tuted and that proper steps be taken to 
have the matter properly presented to the 
court at an early day. 

As indicated in your communication, 
proceedings [n contempt are criminal in 
their character, and therefore the pres- 
entation of an information may properly 
rest with the estate's attorney. 


Giad to Aid Prosecution. 

I gladly avail myself of your offer to 
afford the state's attorne* such informa- 
tion and aid as may be necessary to 
enable him to frame a proper informa- 
tion as a basis for such contempt pro- 
ceedings and to afford him the oppor- 
tunity of determining whether there has 
been any Violation, by either, or both 
of said parties, of any of the provisions 
of the criminal code. 

I therefore concur in your recommenda- 
tion and request you to present to the 
state’s attorney and to the’ board of 
managers of the bar association the 
situation disclosed by the evidence taken 
im tRis case, relating to the conduct of 
a member of the bar of this court, and 
efch facts and. evidence as have been 
adduced, indicative of criminal contempt 
and offenses against the criminal code 
upon the evidence given in this matter at 
the original hearing and at the hearing of 
the motions, and that in the event that 
in the opinion of the state’s attorney, pro- 
ceedings by way of criminal contempt or 
for infractions of the criminal code be 
warranted, he be cequested to institute . 
the same on behalf of the people of the

A strong movement is now in progress in England, 
with the object of reéstablishing this service-as part 

Anglican liturgy, and as compulsory 
upon the benefi clergy of the established Church of 
The question is to be brought up before the 
hext convocation, the sessions of which coincide with 
those of the national legisiature, and which may be 
regarded as parliament of the church, having its 
upper andflower house, for the co eration of ques- 
tione dealing with doctrine, canon laW, and ceremonial. 
Of course, the decision of thé conyocation would have 
to be ratified by the king in couricil, in his capacity as 
supreme head of the church, and it may be questioned 
whether a sovereign so extremely modern in every re- 
spect as Edward VII. would deem it politic to excite 
the bitter controversies which would doubtless result 
from his sanctioning the convocation’s verdict in favor 
of the revival of the memorial service in honor of 
Charles I. 

But be this as it may, it is of interest to know that 
there should be a widespread demand for the restora- 
tion of this obsoleté and forgotten liturgy; and there 
are many champions of the mevement who will invoke 
the fact that Keble, so celebrated in connection with 
his “Christian Year,” declared during the course of a 
King Charlies’ day service before the University of 
Oxford, that “it is as natural that the Chureh of Eng- 
land should keep this day, as it is that Christ's uni- 
versal church should solemnise: the. martyrdom of St. 
Stephen”; while the late Bishop Creighton, who died 
as bishép of London, and who was a singularly broad 
minded prelate, did not hesitate to assert that “ Charles 
I. saved the Church of England by his death, when life 
was offered to him as the price of abandoning her.”

The memory of the “martyr king”: was an inspira- 
tion also to the Oxford reformers. “Kilig Charles 
and his bishops,” wrote Dr: Newman (afterwards cardi- 
nal) fn 1830, “seemed to rise before us along the old 
road which leads from Oxford to Cuddesdon.”

“In view of the fact that the young men of this 
country are accustomed to spend far too much time in 
courting, and avoid entering the state of wedlock as 
much as possible, we, your petitioners, humbly ask 
that a limit be set to the time for courtship, and that 
it be made obligatory for the young men to marry ‘the 
young Women whom they are courting, not later than 
the following June after they keep company / together, 
failing which a penaity be imposed of 1,000 gulden, to 
be used for the support of young Polish orphan girls.” 

Two of the requests relate to mercenary marriage, 
and the sovereign and parliament are urged to punish 
severely all couples who marry for money, and to take 
special care that “no father shall in future give his 
daughter in marriage to a man whom she doés not 
love,” 

Another demand is that a ‘law be enacted by crown 
and parliament, compelling every man to wed before he 
is 30. Demand 19 is to the effect that special pains be 
taken to prevent unsuitable persons from marrying one 
another. .

You know he was at one 
time a United States senator and one of the great- 
est statesmen this country ever had. 

Mr. Conkling was what is now called a “ fight 
fan.’ He always had an idea that he ougth to 
have been a fighter. He was a pretty good boxer, 
too, One of Mr. Conkling’s closest friends was 
Secretary Chandler, and they frequently niet after 
dinner and donned the gloves. I will have to tell 
you a story ebout Roscoe Conkiing’s experience 
as aboxer. He used to tell it to me every time we 


met. 
Statesman Is Floored. 


When Conkling and Chandler were both members 
of the Unked 8 s senate they engaged ina lat 
of sparring “matches with each-other. It so hap- 
pened that at one of these tings the great Conk- 
ling sent the, Michigan statesman to the mat in 
such @ way that he was almost out. Chandler rumi- 
neted long and deeply over his humiliation and 
studied as to how he should have revenge. Finally 
he hit ft. 

In due course of time Conkling war ‘elvis to 
Chandier’s to @ private tea, nobody being present 
save ohne of the latter's constituents. a Mr. Elmer 
from Ypsilanti. After the tea and muffins were 
disposed of and- the cigars were lighted Conkling 


began bantering his host about his diseomfiture, 


and finally proffered him satisfaction with the 
gioves. Chandler had a lame wrist and dectined, 
but seeing that hie guest had been anticipating 
some fun and was disappointed suggested that his 
friend Elmer would put on the gloves: Elmer was 
a little shy about it, but Conkling promised not to 
hurt him. and. the two men were soon facing each 
other on the dining room floor. Ina flash Conkling 
was bowled over and it wes done so *’ slick ’’ that 
Chandler ftnsiated that his colledgue must have 
slipped, but the senator hed scarcely faced his ad- 
versary the second time before he was sent spin- 
ning into a corne?. 

“‘ Never, mind about hurting, go in Conk!’’ yelled 
Chandler, and the New Yorker, a little flushed, 
went at it again. Then he got a pounder that laid 
him in a confused mass among a pile of chairs and 
the fun was over. 

‘* You should have put me on my guard, bat it’s 
alj right, and how much d!d you give him?’ was 
Conkling’s parting sajutation to his host, who was 
shaking the whole biock with his laughter. 


“Constituent” a Slugger. 


The secret was that Chandler had sent to New 
York for one of the boys, and the Michigan ** con- 
stituent "’ was one of the most noted sluggers in 
the country. ‘ 

John Boyle O'Reilly, the gréat Irish patriot and 
poet, was also a “‘fight fan.”” He studied the 
game thoroughly, and kt might be interesting here 
to reproduce an article prepared by Him on the 
subject of prizefightfng, and. especially as it has 
an inyportant bearing on the style that I used at 
that time... Many have said that I never was a 
good. boxer, but that I was primarily a slugger. 
Here -is what the illustrious O’ Reilly had toa say 
on the subject: 

‘' The superiority of Sullivan Hes in his ex- 
traofdinary nervous force and his altogether in- 
comparable skill as a boxer. 

‘‘ In what does his extraordinary skill consist? 
In hitting as straight and almost as rapidly as 
light; In the variety and readiness of his blows: 
in standing firmly on his feet and driving his whole 
weight and nervous force at the end of his fist 
a rare and a high quality in a boxer; in move- 
ments as quick and purposefcl ks the leap of a 
lion, . He can * duck’ lower than any feather- 
weight boxer in America: he-can étrike more 
heavy blows In ten seconds than any other man sg 
a minute, and he watches his opponent with a seif- 
possession and calculation that do not flurry .with 
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Jack Johneon ent lay this test planwet persecu- 


tion at the-ddor of the white race. It's a cullud
